It also provides that the fee of t«i< 
dollars prescribed shall not be payable to nor 
demanded or recohed by n"y agent or attor- 
ney in a pettsron <*»se until such claim shall 
be allowed. Upon the allowance of arrears 
of pay, lost horse, arrears of pensions Ind pen- 
sion c**es tho commissioner of pensions sbull 
direct the same to be paid by the proper pen- 
sion agents. Tbls act shall apply to pensions 
as well as all future applications, provided 
wh"n pensioner obtaining pension or increase 
thereof, or pending application, has hereto- 
fore paid to his agent or attorney a sum equal 
to the whole or any part of the fee allowed 
by Ibis act, fid pensioner shall be entitled 
.to credit for tbe »»">e against the sura 
which would 
otheiwlse be. payable to 


such agent or attorney. The bill further 
provides that tram «nd after, July 1, 1884, 
agents for tbe payment of pensions shall re- 
ceive only five dollars tor eacb one hundred 
Touchers or at 'hat rate for a fraction of one 
hundred prepared and paid by any agent In 
nnws At four thousand vouchers per annum. 
It Is provided that from >nd after July 1,1884, 
there shall be no more than twelve agents for 
tbe payment of pensions, and It shall be the

For four 
thousand vouchers agents will receive the 
same salary as heretofore, two thousand dol- 
lars per 5 «r.
